Our statistical report ends with June 19, 1914. The fol- 
lowing report and suggestions apply to the present school year. 
No doubt most of us have almost forgotten the happenings of 
last year but all must feel an interest in the present progress of 
our schools. 

While it is true, as it always must be, that all our teachers 
are not perfect in discipline and teaching ability yet, taking the 
schools as a whole we feel that we have the best working corps 
of teachers that the district has ever Mad. 
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We would like to make a direct appeal to the parents for 
help in correcting one particular fault—and that is tardiness. 
Promptness is necessary to right thinking, a matter of honesty 
and an important business asset. The time to have funda- 
mental principles firmly impressed in one’s character is in 
youth. In our last year’s report we find 505 eases of tardiness. 
Let all unite in making a strong effort to remedy this failing. 

Eight years ago when we were trying to get a vote for 
supervisor, the Keene High School principal was asked con- 
cerning Swanzey scholars. In that year six or seven took the 
high school entrance examinations and not one passed in their 
first trial. This year thirteen took the examination and thir- 
teen passed. The present principal states that our students 
rauk well with the other members of the school. At the earlier 
date the principal expressed an opinion that not only a super- 
visor was needed but that our text-books and school apparatus 
were sadly out of date. This has been largely rectified. That 
the outlay was justified is shown by the willingness with which 
the citizens have appropriated sums for edueational purposes. 

Some of the schoolhouses need to be painted on the outside 
and all will need it within a few years. If all are painted in 
any one year it will take a large sum of money; therefore we 
advise the appropriation under Article 9, which will be enough 
to paint the buildings requiring immediate attention. 

School No. 1 has been under Keene Normal School man- 
agement for two years, and the work this year has been very 
satisfactory. Mr. Brown, state deputy superintendent, who 
‘visits all the schools in the state, said, when he visited the 
school this term, that it was the most satisfactory school of its 
kind he had ever visited. It is not yet deeided whether ar- 
rangements can be made with the Normal School for another 
year. The expense under Normal School direction has been less 
to the district than under the usual district management.

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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR APPROPRIATIONS. 


The board recommends that the district appropriate under 
Article 7 of the warrant in addition to the amount required by 
law, $1300, and under Article 8, $200.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of Education, Swanzey, N. H. 

I hereby submit my third annual report as superintendent 
of the schools of Swanzey. The statistics are for the school 
year ending July 15, 1914. 

The schools, as a whole, are in a healthy condition. The 
teachers are alert, capable, efficient and of untiring devotion to 
their duties. The school buildings are kept in good condition, 
the rooms are neat and clean, the grounds are tidy, the pupils 
are orderly and the progress of the pupils is very satisfactory. 

The measure of success of any business or process is best 
measured by its product. In all fields of human industry we 
ure accustomed to take careful account of the cost of produc- 
tion, value of output, as well as of waste in the process. In 
some fields it is possible to do this with almost mathematical 
exactness. In the field of education, however, such exactness 
in the measure of educational efficiency is impossible. To be 
sure, certain questions may be answered quantitatively. Some 
such questions are these: How great percentage of the pupils 
entering the first grade continue in school until they complete 
the eighth grade? How many reach the eighth grade without 
repeating the work of one or more years? What is the cause 
of this repetition of work, or of the elimination of pupils in the 
elementary course? How many of those who complete the 
‘grade work enter upon high school work, and after entrance 
thhow many complete the high school course? Such questions 
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are of course mainly quantitative, yet it is generally agreed 
that they are entirely pertinent and highly important. Some 
questions can be answered only in a general way, since infer- 
ences and not exact knowledge must be the basis of determina- 
tion. 

In at least one particular quantitative, facts may be pre- 
sented to show wherein our schools have been doing efficient 
work. These are found in a study of the increase in cost of 
high school tuition. The cost of tuition for the financial year 
ending February 15, 1910, was $645.33; for the year ending 
February 15, 1912, $733.33; for the year ending February 15, 
1915, $1,211.70. This larger increase for the financial vear just 
ended is due, in part, to the fact that the tuition charge at the 
Keene high school has been raised from $30 to $40 per pupil. 
The number of tuition pupils year before last was 23; last year, 
26; this year, 34; next year, estimated, 40. Meanwhile there 
has been no marked change in our school population. This in- 
erease in high school attendance can only be explained by the 
fact that the schools are holding the pupils for a longer time, 
that the efficiency of the work done in the grades is increasing 
and that less of our pupils fail of promotion each year. 


PRACTICAL ARTS. 


Probably no educational theme has received more thought 
or discussion during the past ten years than that of educating 
the child along more practical lines. There is a widespread 
demand that every child should receive that education which 
results from the training of the muscles in skill and versatility. 

We have made a small beginning along these lines. <An oil 
stove has been installed in the Cutler grammar school, and 
sloyd knives have been furnished to the sub-grammar school, 
and also to the East Swanzey school. <A little work in cooking, 
sewing and whittling has already been started.

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It is coming to be widely seen that play activities are an 
important factor in the education of children. Under the 
direction of Miss Fitzgerald and through the generosity of sev- 
eral public spirited citizens several pieces of play apparatus 
have been set up in the Cutler school yard. 

With the exception of No. 9, which was in sesion thirty- 
five weeks, all the schools were in session thirty-six weeks. 

During the summer several changes were made in the 
teaching force. Miss Cecelia M. Burpee, a graduate of Keene 
Normal School; Miss Helena Hebert, a Keene Normal grad- 
uate; Miss H. Pauline Heath, a Keene Normal graduate with 
two years’ experience; Miss Lillian Sutherland, a graduate of 
the Lowell (Mass.) normal school; Miss M. Agnes Grogan, a 
eraduate of the Keene high school, with one year’s experience, 
and Miss Alta F. Silsby, a graduate of the Salem (Mass.) Nor- 
mal School, with four years’ experience, are the new teachers 
employed. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The whole number of different pupils who have attended at 
least two weeks, 257; boys, 140; girls, 117. 

The number between five and eight, 67; between eight and 
fourteen, 166; between fourteen and sixteen, 24. 

The average attendance was 197.88; per cent. of attend- 
ance, 92.6.
